ORANJESTAD - In review¬ 
ing the outlook for 2011 the 
President and CEO of the 
Aruba Hotel and Tourism As¬ 
sociation (AHATA) Jim 
Hepple, confirmed the mem¬ 
bership of AHATA was look¬ 
ing forward to the creation of 
the new ATA, which is sched¬ 
uled to come into existence in 
early February. The process 
by which the new independ¬ 
ent ATA would come into 
being was explained to 
AHATA’s membership at the 
General Assembly held on 
December 30th; and this new 
approach to marketing the is¬ 
land could only be beneficial 
for Aruba as a whole. The 
AHATA membership, con¬ 
sisting of the hotels and other 
stakeholders of the Aruban 
tourism, endorsed this initia¬ 


tive. 

Mr. Hepple expressed 
“creating a much more effi¬ 
cient, streamlined and agile 
destination marketing organ¬ 
ization was vital if Aruba was 
to remain competitive in a 
very challenging marketing 
environment. This was some¬ 
thing AHATA had been advo¬ 
cating for many years which 
would result in a much more 
entrepreneurial-like tourism 
authority.” 

“AHATA has been work¬ 
ing with the Government for 
more than a year to arrive at 
a mutually acceptable agree¬ 
ment to set up an effective 
joint public/private market¬ 
ing Board of seven persons, 
which would work in the best 
interests of Aruba’s tourism 
sector and Aruba as a whole. 


Three members of the Board 
would be appointed by the 
Minister of Tourism, three by 
the Board of AHATA, with 
the seventh independent di¬ 
rector agreed upon by the 
other six directors and then 
appointed by the Minister. 
The Board is in place and 
consists of Ewald Biemans, 
Warren Stanley, Jim Hepple 
(Vice Chairman), Ed Malone, 
Sanju Luidens, G.F. (Junior) 
Croes and, as the independent 
member and current Chair¬ 
man, Jossy Lacle, former Di¬ 
rector of WEB.” 

Mr. Hepple stated that the 
draft legislation which would 
establish the new ATA, had 
been extensively discussed 
with the Minister of Tourism, 
Transportation and Labor Af¬ 
fairs, and there had been give 
and take on both sides before 
arriving at what appears to be 
an effective set of ordinances 
to establish the new tourism 
authority. 

The Chairman of AHATA, 
Mr. Alex Nieuwmeyer, en¬ 
dorsed these sentiments and 
concurred that the initiative 
had the strong support of 
AHATA’s Board and mem¬ 
bership. It was clear that a 
fund dedicated almost com¬ 
pletely to marketing, inde¬ 
pendent of central Govern¬ 
ment finances, was a very ef¬ 
fective way to ensure the long 
term continuity of Aruba’s 
marketing efforts.

Brazil braces for more rains, mourns jnaiti political violence flares 


500 dead 

OVA FRIBURGO, Brazil 
(AFP) - Brazilians braced for 
catastrophic landslides after 
heavy rains yesterday, after 
walls of muddy water claimed 
over 500 lives in was reported 
to be the country's worst-ever 
flood disaster. 

As rescue teams and resi¬ 
dents combed the wreckage of 
hillside communities near 
tourist hotspot Rio de Janiero, 
forecasters warned the wet 
weather was likely to last into 
next week. 

"It will keep raining until at 
least next Wednesday in the 
Serrana region of Rio de 
Janeiro. We are predicting a 
light but steady rain, which is 
not good because it could lay 
the conditions for more land¬ 
slides," warned the head of na¬ 
tional weather institute, Luiz 
Cavalcanti. 

He stressed "light but con¬ 
tinuous rain is very dangerous" 
because there is nowhere for it 
to flow away to and "it accu-

mulates until the earth gives 
way under its weight and swal¬ 
lows up the hillside." 

The bad weather was ham¬ 
pering efforts to reach many 
small towns and rural areas, 
cut off after the floods washed 
away roads and tracks. 

An official with Rio's state 
health service, Colonel Fer¬ 
nando Suarez, told AFP that at 
least 514 people were killed 
when torrents of water swept 
down hillsides in three towns 
before dawn Wednesday. 

An estimated 12,000 people 
were left homeless. 

Forecasters have said the 
storms dumped the equivalent 
of a month's rain on the area in 
just a few hours, and blamed 
the unusually wet weather on 
the La Nina phenomenon 
which has increased rainfall in 
southeast Brazil. 

The G1 news outlet called it 
"the biggest climatic tragedy in 
the history of the country," sur¬ 
passing the 437 people killed 
in a 1967 mudslide previously 
considered Brazil's worst di¬ 
saster. 

"The forecast of more rains 
is not reassuring," said the Rio 
governor Sergio Cabral, again 
urging residents to abandon 
their homes in the disaster 
zones and move to safer 
ground. 

In the town center, mud had 


taken over a square in front of 
a white church. Bulldozers and 
plastic-clad workers were 
clearing the area. 

The catastrophe is the first 
major challenge facing new 
Brazilian President Dilma 
Rousseff, sworn into office on 
January 1.

; alight during the night. 

; Witnesses and Haiti's Radio 
! Metropole spoke of armed 
! gangs and said that shots were 
! fired in a confrontation with 
; police. 

By early morning, tensions 
! had largely dissipated in the 
! city, still in mins after last 
! year's earthquake. "There was 
! trouble and some of them had 


guns, but we controlled the sit¬ 
uation," a local police officer 
told AFP. 

National police spokesman 
Gary Desrosiers told Haitian 
radio stations that police had 
made a dozen arrests. Radio 
Metropole reported that 
firearms had been confis¬ 
cated. 

Desrosiers did not identify 
who was behind the unrest. 
However, Port-au-Prince resi¬ 
dents questioned by AFP had 
no doubt that supporters of 
Preval's would-be successor, 
Jude Celestin, were to blame. 

The trouble erupted the 
morning after international 
election experts formally 
handed over a report calling 
for Celestin to withdraw from 
the delayed runoff round in the 
presidential race, because of 
alleged vote-rigging. 

The experts with the Organ¬ 
ization of American States 
(OAS) discussed their findings 
with Preval's government yes¬ 
terday.

The law which is designed 
to protect our environment of¬ 
fers the possibility for the pro¬ 
tection of endangered trees and 
animals. A proposition to pro¬ 
tect all local endangered 
species which have special 
value for Aruba is being con¬ 
sidered for implementation. 

The Office of Environmen¬ 
tal Inspection intends to add a 
festive element to our Status 
Aparte celebration this year. 
Everyone is invited to submit 
an item from our environment 
for nomination in one of the 
categories. The item nomi¬ 
nated may become the Na¬ 
tional Symbol in its particular 
category. 

Aruban nature may be con¬ 
sidered originating from the 
“Hofi di Aruba,” Aruba’s Gar¬ 
den, where we have a special 
place for, among others, fauna, 
fruit trees, cadushi, grass, 
birds, reptile, turtles, insects, 
coral, anemone and animals re¬ 
sembling crabs. 

One can also nominate a 
particular Aruban scene (land¬ 
scape) as a protected area in 
the Aruban Garden. 

Every item to be nominated 
must be submitted in digital 
form, either that of a tree 
and/or an animal, or landscape, 
and sent to Hardinidiaruba@ 
gmail.com. The following re¬ 
quirements apply: 

The tree or animal must be 
a local species, must have a 
Papiamento name and/or 
Dutch, or English or Latin 
name. If you’re submitting a 
digital photo of a landscape, it 
must be a scene within the ter¬ 
ritory of Aruba. You must iden¬ 
tify the name of the area; the 
oldest name of the area on a 


map should have precedence 
over any other name. 

You must submit a 20 to 50 
words on paper expressing 
why you chose your particular 
item. 

Submit you digital photo: 
minimum 500kb in JPEG for¬ 
mat. All digital photos submit¬ 
ted will become the property of 
Aruba with all legal rights of 
ownership to be able to repro¬ 
duce it, publish it and change 
any accompanying text. 

Every citizen may submit 
one or more items for nomina¬ 
tion. Likewise, every visitor 
may submit one or more items. 
The Office of Environmental 
Inspection nor the Department 
of Naturalization and Environ¬ 
ment (DINA) will not be re¬ 
cruiting nominations from 
visitors. Aruban visitors may 
submit their items for nomina¬ 
tion in English, Dutch or Papi¬ 
amento. 

A special commission com¬ 
prised of either the Office of 
Environmental Inspection or 
the DINA will consider each 
item submitted for nomination 
and will advise the Minister of 
Infrastructure and Environ¬ 
ment of their recommenda-

Scientists make chickens 
that don't spread bird flu 







WASHINGTON (AFP) - Eu¬ 
ropean scientists have found 
a way to genetically modify 
chickens so that they don’t 
transmit bird flu, according to 
research published Thursday 
in the journal Science. 

Bird flu, also known as 
H5N1 avian influenza, usu¬ 
ally afflicts poultry but can 
cross over to humans and 
cause lethal respiratory prob¬ 
lems and other complica¬ 
tions. 

The first cases detected in 
humans were in Hong Kong 
in 1997. A wider global out¬ 
break took hold in 2004 and 
cases have flared across parts 
of the world ever since. 

Scientists from the Uni¬ 
versities of Cambridge and 
Edinburgh said the modified 
chickens could get bird flu 
but could not pass it on to 
other chickens. 

’’Chickens are potential 
bridging hosts that can enable 
new strains of flu to be trans¬ 
mitted to humans,” said Lau¬ 
rence Tiley, of the University 
of Cambridge’s Department 
of Veterinary Medicine. 

’’Preventing virus trans¬ 
mission in chickens should 
reduce the economic impact 
of the disease and reduce the 


risk posed to people exposed 
to the infected birds.” 

However, Tiley noted that 
the research still in its early 
stages, and the birds they de¬ 
veloped are not intended to 
be eaten by people. 

’’The genetic modification 
we describe is a significant 
first step along the path to de¬ 
veloping chickens that are 
completely resistant to avian 
flu,” Tiley said. 

’’These particular birds are 
only intended for research 
purposes, not for consump¬ 
tion.” 

The birds were altered by 
a new gene that makes a 
’’decoy” molecule that imi¬ 
tates an element of bird flu 
virus. 

Then the virus is ’’tricked 
into recognizing the decoy 
molecule instead of the viral 
genome and this interferes 
with the replication cycle of 
the virus,” the study said. 

When scientists infected 
the genetically modified 
chickens with avian in¬ 
fluenza, the birds fell ill but 
did not spread the flu to other 
birds, whether those birds 
were genetically modified or 
not. 

’’The results achieved in 
this study are very encourag¬ 
ing,” said researcher Helen 
Sang of the University of Ed¬ 
inburgh. 

’’Using genetic modifica¬ 
tion to introduce genetic 
changes that cannot be 
achieved by animal breeding 
demonstrates the potential of 
GM to improve animal wel¬ 
fare in the poultry industry,” 
she said. 

’’This work could also 
form the basis for improving 
economic and food security 
in many regions of the world 
where bird flu is a significant 
problem.”

Scientists find 'oldest ever' winery 
in Armenia 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ar¬ 
chaeologists said Tuesday 
they had found the world’s 
oldest known winery in a 
cave in Armenia, indicating 
that humans were distilling 
grapes during the Copper 
Age, more than 6,000 years 
ago. 

’’This is, so far, the oldest 
relatively complete wine pro¬ 
duction facility, with its 
press, fermentation vats and 
storage jars in situ,” said 
Hans Barnard, the lead au¬ 
thor of an article about the 
study published Tuesday in 
the peer-reviewed Journal of 
Archaeological Science. 

The artifacts were discov¬ 
ered by Armenian, US and 
Irish archaeologists inside a 
cave complex in southern Ar¬ 
menia, near the border with 
Iran and close to a village 
that still makes its own wine, 
researchers said. 

They were found on the 
same site where archaeolo¬ 
gists had in June 2010 dis¬ 
covered a perfectly preserved 
leather moccasin dating back 
5,500 years, considered to be 
the world’s oldest shoe. 

Radiocarbon analysis by 
researchers at University of 


California Irvine and Oxford 
University has dated the in¬ 
stallation to between 4100 
BC and 4000 BC, or the Late 
Chalcolithic Period, also 
known as the Copper Age. 

The findings included a 
rudimentary wine press and a 
clay vat surrounded by grape 
seeds, withered grape vines, 
and remains of pressed 
grapes, as well as potsherds 
and even a cup and drinking 
bowl. 

’’For the first time, we 
have a complete archaeolog¬ 
ical picture of wine produc¬ 
tion dating back 6,100 years,” 
said Gregory Areshian, co-di- 
rector of the excavation and 
assistant director of the Uni¬ 
versity of California Los An¬ 
geles’s Cotsen Institute of 
Archaeology. 

Analysis of the residue 
found on the vat by Areshian, 
Barnard and other UCLA ar¬ 
chaeologists confirmed the 
presence of a plant pigment 
only found in grapes and 
pomegranates. 

’’Because no remnants of 
pomegranates were found in 
the excavated area, we’re 
confident that the vessels 
held something made with 


grape juice,” Areshian said. 

He added that the vat — a 
shallow, metre (three-foot) 
square basin surrounded by a 
thick rim — resembles wine 
presses in use as recently as 
the 19th century throughout 
the Mediterranean and the 
Caucasus. 

Until now, the earliest 
known wine press dated back 
to just 1650 BC, and was ex¬ 
cavated in what is now the Is¬ 
raeli-occupied West Bank in 
1963, the archaeologists said. 

The identity of the ancient 
Armenian wine-makers re¬ 
mains a mystery, but the sci¬ 
entists said they believed the 
press was used by predeces¬ 
sors of the Kura-Axes peo¬ 
ple, an early Transcaucasian 
group. 

They added that the wine 
was likely used for ceremo¬ 
nial purposes since the press 
and wine jugs were found 
near grave sites, although 
wine for day-to-day con¬ 
sumption may have been 
made in other locations yet to 
be unearthed. 

’’This wine wasn't used to 
unwind at the end of the day,” 
Areshian said.

US issues new painkiller warning 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration said that prescription 
drugs containing acetamino¬ 
phen, the active ingredient in 
Tylenol, must update their la¬ 
bels to warn of possible liver 
damage. 

The FDA also asked drug 
makers to limit the amount in 
any single dose to 325 mil¬ 
ligrams, in order to reduce the 
risk of liver damage. 

The changes do not apply 
to over-the-counter medica¬ 
tions, but to combination pre¬ 
scription painkillers such as 
Percocet, Vicodin and Tylenol 
with Codeine. 

"FDA is taking this action 
to make prescription combi¬ 
nation pain medications con¬ 
taining acetaminophen safer 
for patients to use," said San¬ 
dra Kweder, deputy director 
of the Office of New Drugs in 
FDA?s Center for Drug Eval¬ 
uation and Research. 

"Overdose from prescrip¬ 
tion combination products 
containing acetaminophen ac¬ 
count for nearly half of all 
cases of acetaminophen-re¬ 
lated liver failure in the 
United States; many of which 
result in liver transplant or 



People who combine vari¬ 
ous different prescription 
drugs are at the most risk of 
liver damage, the FDA said. 

"There is no immediate 
danger to patients who take 
these combination pain med¬ 
ications and they should con¬ 
tinue to take them as directed 
by their health care provider," 
said Kweder. 

"The risk of liver injury 
primarily occurs when pa¬ 
tients take multiple products 
containing acetaminophen at 
one time and exceed the cur¬ 
rent maximum dose of 4,000 
milligrams within a 24-hour 
period." 

The change in dose to a 
maximum of 325 milligrams 


should be phased in over a 
three-year period, the FDA 
said. 

"The FDA believes that 
prescription combination 
products containing no more 
than 325 mg of acetamino¬ 
phen per tablet are effective 
for treating pain." 

Warning boxes, the 
agency's strongest form of 
warning, should be added to 
all prescription drugs contain¬ 
ing acetaminophen, the FDA 
said, noting that damage can 
occur in a short timeframe. 

The agency also warned 
against drinking alcohol in 
combination with acetamino¬ 
phen, which has long been 
known to cause liver damage. 

"Most of the cases of se¬ 
vere liver injury occurred in 
patients who took more than 
the prescribed dose of an acet¬ 
aminophen-containing prod¬ 
uct in a 24-hour period, took 
more than one acetamino¬ 
phen-containing product at 
the same time, or drank alco¬ 
hol while taking acetamino¬ 
phen products," it said. 

An advisory panel first rec¬ 
ommended that FDA make 
the label changes at a meeting 
in June 2009.

ing abnormal heart rhythm. 

The FDA issued its warn¬ 
ing to the public and to health 
professionals, saying labels 
to the medication would be 
changed to advise of possible 
liver dangers. 

People taking the drug 
should call their doctor if 
they experience symptoms 
such as itching, yellow eyes 
or skin, dark urine, loss of ap¬ 
petite, or light-colored stools, 
the FDA said. 

Two elderly women were 
found to have severe liver 
failure four and a half and six 
months after they began tak¬ 
ing the drug, the FDA said. 

Both had to have their liv¬ 
ers removed and doctors 
could find no other reason 
why they would have sus¬ 
tained that degree of damage, 
the FDA said. 

The drug is already not 
supposed to be given to pa¬ 
tients who have severe heart 
failure or have recently been 
hospitalized for heart failure, 
the FDA said. 

"In a study of patients with 
these conditions, patients 
given dronedarone had a 
greater than two-fold increase 
in risk of death," the FDA 
said.

Breastfeeding study raises 


doubts over guidelines 


LONDON,England (AFP) - 
Breastfeeding exclusively for 
the first six months is not nec¬ 
essarily best for a baby's 
health, British researchers said 
calling into question advice 
given to new mothers. 

The team led by a paediatri¬ 
cian from University College 
London said babies fed only 
breast milk could suffer iron 
deficiency and may be more 
prone to allergies. 

The study says babies could 
start to be weaned on to solids 
as early as four months, al¬ 
though other experts advised 
sticking to the existing guide¬ 
lines. 

Ten years 
ago, the World 
Health Organi¬ 
sation (WHO) 
recommended 
that infants 
should be ex- 
c 1 u s i v e 1 y 
breastfed for 
six months. 

"Many 
Western coun¬ 
tries, including 
65 percent of European mem¬ 
ber states and the United 
States, elected not to follow 
this recommendation fully, or 
at all," the authors said, al¬ 
though Britain did. 

The WHO recommendation 
"rested largely" on a review of 
16 studies, including seven 
from developing countries. 

It concluded that babies 
given only breast milk for six 
months had fewer infections 
and experienced no growth 
problems. 

But another review of 33 
studies found "no compelling 
evidence" not to introduce 
solids at four to six months, the 
experts said. 

Some studies have also 
shown that breastfeeding for 
six months fails to give babies 
all the nutrition they need. 

One US study from 2007 
found that babies exclusively 
breastfed for six months were 
more likely to develop 
anaemia than those introduced 
to solids at four to six months. 

On the issue of allergies, 
the British study said re¬ 
searchers in Sweden found that 
the incidence of early onset 
coeliac disease increased after 


a recommendation to delay in¬ 
troduction of gluten until age 
six months, "and it fell to pre¬ 
vious levels after the recom¬ 
mendation reverted to four 
months". 

The authors said however 
that exclusively breastfeeding 
for six months remains the best 
recommendation for develop¬ 
ing countries, which have 
higher death rates from infec¬ 
tion. 

But in developed countries, 
it could lead to adverse health 
outcomes and may "reduce the 
window for introducing new 


tastes". 

"Bitter tastes, in particular, 
may be important in the later 
acceptance of green leafy veg¬ 
etables, which may potentially 
affect later food preferences 
with influence on health out¬ 
comes such as obesity." 

The researchers said the 
European Food Safety Author¬ 
ity's panel on dietetic products, 
nutrition and allergies has con¬ 
cluded that for infants across 
the EU, complementary foods 
may be introduced safely be¬ 
tween four to six months. 

Experts in Britain chal¬ 
lenged the findings of the new 
study. 

Janet Fyle, professional 
policy adviser at the Royal 
College of Midwives, said: "I 
really must challenge the sug¬ 
gestion from the review that 
the UK should reconsider its 
current advice on exclusive 
breastfeeding for six months. 

"I believe that this is a ret¬ 
rograde step and plays into the 
hands of the baby food indus¬ 
try which has failed to support 
the six-month exclusive breast¬ 
feeding policy in the UK."

Flooding cuts off Dutch towns 



MAASTRICHT, The Nether¬ 
lands — Flooding is threatening 
to cut off the towns of Itteren 
and Borgharen (near Maas¬ 
tricht) from the outside world. 
Residents have been advised to 
leave their cars in car parks 
outside the towns. Four army 
vehicles are ferrying people to 
and from the towns. 

Water levels had been 
falling after the highest levels 
were reached last weekend. 
But persistent rain and melt 


water from the Belgium Ar¬ 
dennes mean levels in the 
Maas River could rise to 47.15 
meters above the Dutch NAP 
standard (roughly sea level). 
Water levels are rising very 
quickly. 

The two towns were also 
cut off last weekend, but so far 
residents have not been evacu¬ 
ated. 

Meanwhile water levels in 
the river Roer between Roer- 
mond and Vlodrop rose more 


quickly than expected on 
Thursday evening because of 
rain in neighbouring Ger¬ 
many’s Ruhr Area. Fifty house¬ 
holds have been given 
sandbags and told to move 
what they can to higher floors. 
The heavy rain has filled water 
catchment areas and the river 
is flowing very fast. Water le¬ 
vels in the Roer are predicted 
to climb higher than last week¬ 
end. 


Four more swine flu deaths in the Netherlands 


AMSTERDAM - Another 
four people have died of 
AH1N1 influenza in the 
Netherlands. The National In¬ 
stitute of Public Health and the 
Environment RIVM says a 
total of 148 people have been 
hospitalised with the disease, 
which is also known as swine 
flu or Mexican flu. 

Two of the four victims 
were already ill. The RIVM 
did not disclose their age, gen¬ 
der or location. 

Last week it was announced 
that three people had died of 
AH1N1 since late October, 


two of them young children. 

An RIVM spokesman ex¬ 
plained that "people under the 
age of 20 are more susceptible 


to AH INI. Older people have 
often had previous bouts of flu 
and have developed anti-bod¬ 
ies to combat the virus."

Lehman Brothers expects to pay 
creditors more cash 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Failed 
US investment bank Lehman 
Brothers said it plans to pay its 
creditors 60.1 billion dollars, 
more than first estimated but 
still six times less than the total 
amount owed. 

Lawyers at restructuring 
firm Alvarez & Marsal LLC, 
which manages Lehman's as¬ 
sets, said the firm would have 
a good opportunity to sell as¬ 
sets over the next 12 months, 
especially in strategic real es¬ 
tate, allowing it to gain more 
than the 57.5 billion dollars it 
had previously estimated. 

Lehman's liquidators expect 
the courts to allow creditors to 
seek 322 billion dollars out of 
their claims for 369 billion dol¬ 
lars. 

Alvarez & Marsal expects 
that final approval for 


Lehman's reorganization plan 
will take longer than expected. 

The plan is due to be regis¬ 
tered within seven to 10 days 
but the law firm says US au¬ 
thorities will likely not green- 
light it until the third quarter. 

A hearing is due to take 
place by June and the reorgan¬ 
ization plan could be approved 
within two to three months 
from that time, a source close 
to the matter told AFP. 

Lehman will not be able to 
reimburse creditors until the 
plan has been approved. 

New York-based Lehman 
was one of the leading interna¬ 
tional banks before it was 
forced to declare bankruptcy in 
September 2008 due an acute 
lack of cash as the global finan¬ 
cial crisis erupted, leading to a 
meltdown in the US economy. 


Gold could hit record highs 
above $1,600: GFMS 


LONDON , England (AFP) - 
Gold could hit record highs 
above $1,600 per ounce later 
this year, driven by low interest 
rates and stubborn concerns 
over the eurozone debt crisis, 
metals consultancy GFMS 
forecast. 

"GFMS are expecting that 
towards the summer prices 
could start to move materially 
higher, with gold possibly 
breaking through $1,500 (per 
ounce) at that stage," GFMS 
said in its latest report. 

"They also see an approach 
to or even a breach of $1,600 
by late 2011/early 2012 as 
quite feasible. "Much of this is 
expected to be driven by still 
ow interest rates, poor returns

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elsewhere (and) the elevated 
level of government debts in 
Europe, the United States and 
Japan," the report said. 

The consultancy added that 
gold was also lifted by "nag¬ 
ging concerns over quantitative 
easing in the United States and 
its ramifications for the dollar." 

The US Federal Reserve has 
been creating new money to 
pump into the US economy to 
bolster a hesitant recovery but 
in doing so, it risks debasing 
the value of the dollar. 

Gold hit a record 1,431.25 
dollars on December 7, boosted 
by its safe-haven status in times 
of economic uncertainty as in¬ 
vestors fretted over the euro¬ 
zone debt crisis. 

"GFMS' report highlights 
the critical role that investment 
demand played last year in 
bringing about a series of 
record price highs and the 26- 
percent jump in the annual av¬ 
erage," the consultancy added. 

The metal is also regarded 
by investors as a safe store of 
value amid fears over rising in¬ 
flation. 

In late last week trade on 
the London Bullion Market, 
gold rose to $1,381.35 an 
ounce from $1,378.75 this 
week. 


EU has Azerbaijan 'support' for gas 
pipeline project

ish border respectively, leading to Baumgarten in Austria. 


BAKU, Azernaijan (AFP) - 
European Commission chief 
Jose Manuel Barroso, visiting 
Azerbaijan to secure gas sup¬ 
plies for the EU, said that Baku 
has expressed support for an 
ambitious European pipeline 
project. 

The proposed Nabucco 
pipeline between Turkey and 
Austria is an important part of 
the EU's Southern Gas Corri¬ 
dor project to bring Caspian 
Sea and Middle Eastern gas to 
Europe, reducing its depend¬ 
ence on Russian energy. 

"From a political perspec¬ 
tive, it's clear that the Euro¬ 
pean Commission supports 
Nabucco and from discussions 
with the President of Azerbai¬ 
jan, I understood that Azerbai¬ 
jan also supports the project," 
Barroso said at a press confer¬ 
ence in Baku. 

Doubts had been raised 
about the future of the multi- 
billion-dollar Nabucco project 
because it has not so far se¬ 
cured enough supplies of gas 
to make it viable, so backing 
from energy-rich Azerbaijan 
represents a significant boost. 

Barroso signed what he de¬ 
scribed as a "breakthrough" 
agreement with Azerbaijani 
President Ilham Aliyev which 
commits the ex-Soviet state to 


providing substantial long¬ 
term gas supplies to EU coun¬ 
tries. 

Barroso said it was an im¬ 
portant step towards creating 
the Southern Gas Corridor, 
which envisages the construc¬ 
tion of several pipelines in¬ 
cluding Nabucco. 

The EU sees the Southern 
Gas Corridor project as vital to 
future energy security after 
disputes that disrupted supplies 
of Russian gas to some Euro¬ 
pean countries. 

The declaration stated that 
Azerbaijan will be a "substan¬ 
tial contributor" to the South¬ 
ern Gas Corridor but did not 
specify the volume of gas that 
would be provided, when sup¬ 
plies might begin, or whether 


they would be destined for the 
Nabucco pipeline. 

Azerbaijan's large energy 
resources are coveted by its 
neighbours Russia and Iran as 
well as by the West. 

Baku agreed in September 
to increase gas exports to Rus¬ 
sia to two billion cubic metres 
this year and increase them 
further from 2012. Baku also 
agreed a five-year deal with 
Tehran to supply the Islamic 
republic with a minimum of 
one billion cubic metres of gas 
each year. 

Barroso is expected to 
travel to Turkmenistan, which 
also has large gas reserves and 
is another potential source for 
the proposed new fuel transit 
route to Europe. 


Euro leaps to one-month dollar high 



LONDON (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean single currency forged 
a one-month peak ,as this 
week's successful bond auc¬ 
tions in Italy, Spain and Portu¬ 
gal soothed concerns over the 
eurozone debt crisis, dealers 
said. 

In early morning deals, the 
euro jumped to $1.3457 — 
which was the highest level 
since December 14. It later 
stood at $1.3368 from $1.3358 
in New York late. 

"The US dollar dropped 
sharply against the euro on the 
heels of strong sovereign debt 
auctions and rhetoric from the 
European Central Bank," said 
analyst David Rodriguez at 


trading site DailyFX. 

"A lull in market jitters over 
the stability of the eurozone 
suggests that the euro could 
continue to retrace losses 
against the safe-haven US dol¬ 
lar. ""Following the successful 
Portuguese bond auction on , 
Spain and Italy managed to 
achieve similar results ," said 
PVM analyst Tamas Varga in 
London. "The two countries 
raised 9.0 billion euros in the 
latest round of bond offerings. 


As a result the euro strength¬ 
ened against the dollar." 

After the central bank an¬ 
nounced it would keep its main 
interest rate at a record low of 
one percent for a 20th straight 
month,comments from ECB 
President Jean-Claude Trichet 
on inflation "It is absolutely 
crystal clear that we will al¬ 
ways do what is necessary to 
deliver price stability." "We are 
never pre-committed not to 
move interest rates," he added.

But he said that many 
women had been confused by 
the company's name — A 
Husband for an Hour Limited 
— and had been asking for 
something more. 

Since going into business 
in the ex-Soviet republic two 
months ago, the number of 
calls from women seeking a 
more intimate hour has sig¬ 
nificantly exceeded the or¬ 
ders for the company's actual 
services. 

"So we have to explain to 
them that our guys are not 
maleprostitutes," Mchedlish¬ 
vili said. 

"They can help with re¬ 
pairing a leaking tap, but 
their job description says 
nothing about providing af¬ 
fection." 

Hiring out a ’husband' 
from the Tbilisi-based com¬ 
pany costs 17 dollars (13 
euros) an hour, Mchedlishvili 
said.

"One of the great tenors in 
history," he has had "a 50-year 
career that is unparalled in the 
history of modern music." 

Domingo, well known to 
popular music audiences for 
his "Three Tenors" perform¬ 
ances with Jose Carreras and 
the late Luciano Pavarotti, 
made his operatic debut in a 


leading role as Alfredo in 
Verdi's "La Traviata" in Mon- 
terrery in Mexico nearly five 
decades ago. 

The Grammy-winner's 
repertoire encompasses 130 
stage roles — a number un¬ 
matched by any other cele¬ 
brated tenor in history. 

The singer, who was born 
in Madrid but moved to Mex¬ 
ico as a child with his family, 
underwent surgery last March 
in the United States to remove 
a malignant cancer tumour in 
his colon. 

On January 21, his 70th 
birthday, he is to perform the 
role of Oreste in Christoph 
Willibald Gluck's opera "Iphi- 
genie en Tauride" at Madrid's 
Teatro Real opera house.

ICE, France (AFP) - Inspired 
by plants that grow at the late 
King of Pop's Neverland 
Ranch, "Jackson's Tribute" for 
men and "Jackson's Legend" 
for women, both eau de par- 
fums, will be formally 
launched on March 7 in the 
United States. 

Julian Rouas Paris, manu¬ 
facturer of own-brand and pri¬ 
vate-label fragrances, 

formulated the scents in just a 
fortnight, under a partnership 
deal signed in California last 
month with the patriarch of the 
Jackson family. 

"With Joe Jackson, we are 
50-50 partners in world sales, 
television rights and advertis¬ 
ing receipts," said chief execu¬ 
tive Franck Rouas, adding that 
a part of the proceeds will go to 
charities favoured by Michael 
Jackson. 

As he tells it, Rouas — a 
one-time French tennis instruc¬ 
tor to Hollywood stars — was 
manning his company's stall at 


a trade fair in Las Vegas when 
two young autograph hunters 
asked to borrow his pen. 

The Jackson family was 
nearby, they said, so Rouas im¬ 
mediately gave him not only 
his pen, but also two samples 
of Versailles, one of his firm's 
own brands, with instructions 
for them to be given to Janet 
Jackson. 

Following further negotia¬ 
tions, the musical clan settled 
on a fruity floral blend for 
women and a more musky ver¬ 
sion for men, said Joseph Ru- 
bino, 63, the master perfumer 
whose nose perfected both 
scents.Developing the scent — 
which purports to capture the 
prevailing floral aroma at Nev¬ 
erland — took just two weeks. 
"We did it very very quickly," 
said Rouas. "Usually it takes a 
year." 

In Los Angeles, a 
spokesman for Michael Jack¬ 
son's estate said the perfume 
venture was "a Joe Jackson 


deal" in which it was not in¬ 
volved. 

Pre-orders and expressions 
of interest have already come 
to Rouas from as far afield as 
Southeast Asia and southern 
Africa, and a dedicated website 
is to be launched in the coming 
days, the perfumer said. 

scents — "Mystique de 
Michael Jackson" and "Leg- 
ende de Michael Jackson" — 
were telemarketed in the 
United States in the early 
1990s, featuring collectable 
bottles with hologram portraits 
of the star. 

Another line of Michael 
Jackson signature perfumes, 
"Magic Beat", launched in 
1986, was aimed at teenaged 
girls but failed to take off. 

Rouas, 38, a native of Nice 
who has lived on the West 
Coast of the United States for 
15 years, happened upon the 
perfume business in 1996 when 
he met industry professionals at 
a charity soiree in Monaco. 
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Li upsets Clijsters to take Sydney title 



SYDNEY (AFP) - China's 
Li Na upset two-time cham¬ 
pion Kim Clijsters on Fri¬ 
day to win the Sydney 
International title and her 
fourth career WTA crown. 

Eighth seed Li recovered 
from going behind 0-5 in 
the opening set to rally for a 
convincing 7-6 (7/3), 6-3 
victory in lhr 30min. 

It was her second WTA 
title in Australia after win¬ 
ning the Gold Coast event in 
2008 and last year she was a 
surprise semi-finalist at the 
Australian Open. 

Li will stay at her 11th 
ranking despite the win, 
while Clijsters missed the 
chance to move up from 
number three to two in the 
rankings ahead of Russian 
Vera Zvonareva. 

It was Li's second victory 
in six encounters with US 


Open champion Clijsters and 
her first win over the Belgian 
in three matches at the Syd¬ 
ney tournament. 

"Maybe right now I can 
say I am more confident on 
the court or I believe I can 
play much better," Li said. 

"I have played here for

"And when you to the 
centre court, you can see 
many pictures so next year 
I will see my picture there 
as well... yeah, it feels 
great." 

Li, at 28 years 10 
months, is the oldest 
woman to win the Sydney 
title in 21 years. 

Clijsters, 27, who won 
in Sydney in 2003 and 
2007, had been a perfect 13- 
0 in semi-final and final 
matches since her return to 
tennis in August 2009 as Li 
pulled off the boilover. 

Li became the first Chi¬ 
nese player to break into the 
world top 10 rankings after 
reaching the last four at last 
year's Australian Open. 


No progress on Beckham deal admits Redknapp 


CHIGWELL, United King¬ 
dom (AFP) - David Beck¬ 
ham won't face Manchester 
United on Sunday after Tot¬ 
tenham manager Harry Red¬ 
knapp admitted his club's bid 
to sign the LA Galaxy star is 
still no closer to a successful 
conclusion. 

Redknapp had hoped to 
bring former United mid¬ 
fielder Beckham back to the 
Premier League in a three- 
month loan deal and the 35- 
year-old has been training 
with Spurs since Monday. 

But Tottenham have been 
unable to agree terms with 
the Galaxy as the MLS side 
want Beckham back in Cali¬ 
fornia earlier than Redknapp 
had anticipated. 

Spurs are still keen to 
come to an agreement but 
Redknapp conceded on Fri¬ 
day that there is no progress 
at present, meaning Beckham 


will not feature against his 
old club at White Hart Lane. 

"I've no idea what's hap¬ 
pening. We've only just got 
full permission that he can 
actually train with us. There's 
been a bit of an issue over 
that," Redknapp told re¬ 
porters. 

"He's been doing little bits 
but now he can join in with 
everything we do. That's as 
far as it has gone. 

"I've not dealt with it at all. 
I've had no conversation with 
anybody at LA Galaxy. The 
club secretary is dealing with 
that. At the moment there's no 
progress on him playing." 

Beckham was keen to join 
Tottenham to prove to Eng¬ 
land coach Fabio Capello that 
he is still good enough to play 
for the national team. 

But, even if Tottenham do 
manage to sign him, Red¬ 
knapp believes it will be sev¬ 


eral weeks before the former 
England captain is fully fit. 

"David is a fitness fanatic 
but gettting ready for Premier 
League football is very dif¬ 
ferent. He would be the first 
to admit that he has felt tired 
in training this week," Red¬ 
knapp said. 

"It will be a couple of 
weeks before he would be fit 
to play. 

Power hitter 
Thome re-signs 
with Twins 

MINNEAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Five-time all-star Jim Thome 
has re-signed with the Min¬ 
nesota Twins as the top des¬ 
ignated hitter with the Major 
League Baseball club. 

The 40-year-old Thome 
signed a one-year deal that 
the American media reported 
is worth three-million dollars. 

"It's great to be back," the 
40-year-old slugger said Fri¬ 
day. "Minnesota's a wonder¬ 
ful place." 

Thome hit 25 home runs 
and drove in 59 runs in 276 
at-bats for Minnesota last 
season. 

Last year, he also eclipsed 
Rafael Palmeiro, Harmon 
Killebrew, Mark McGwire 
and Frank Robinson for 
eighth place on the league's 
all-time home run list with 
589. 

He has played over 20 sea¬ 
sons with the Indians, 
Phillies, White Sox, Dodgers 
and Twins, hitting 20-or- 
more home runs in 16 of 
those.

Lock me up if I’m a 
Milan flop, says Cassano 


ROME (AFP) - Controversial 
striker Antonio Cassano 
promised AC Milan on Fri¬ 
day that he would not betray 
the Italian giants, insisting 
that if he fails at the San Siro 
he deserves to be locked-up. 

The former Real Madrid, 
Roma and Sampdoria star has 
already made his mark with 
Milan by coming off the 
bench on his debut last week 
and setting up the winner in a 
1-0 victory over Cagliari. 

Now the 28-year-old re¬ 
alises Milan will be his last 
chance to show his true tal¬ 
ents. 

"If I can't succeed here, 
then I am really only good for 
the mental asylum. After all 
the bullshit I have caused, 
this is my last chance not to 
betray those who have be¬ 
lieved in me," he said. 

"I am 100-percent certain 
that I will not make any more 
mistakes." 

"There have been mis¬ 
takes...but I don’t regret any¬ 
thing. But now, I have to 
change. I want to win and 
here that is all that matters. 
Here the fines (for indisci¬ 
pline) are really big." 

Cassano also pledged to 
improve his work rate for 
Milan who went into this 
weekend's programme with a 
four-point lead at the top of 
Serie A. 

"I have never been a big 
worker on my physical shape, 


but when I see players like 
Nesta, Gattuso, Ibrahimovic, 
Seedorf, who have won a 
lot...it's mad the way they 
work, but why shouldn't I do 
the same. 

"I am working like a dog, 
but I am happy." 

Cassano joined Sampdoria 
from Real Madrid in 2007, 
but he was frozen out of the 
club after insulting president 
Riccardo Garrone during an 
argument in October. 

Sampdoria had applied to 
have his contract unilaterally 
terminated for gross miscon¬ 
duct. 

An Italian league arbitra¬ 
tion board ruled that his 
salary should be cut by 50 
percent, but that his contract 
could not be cancelled. 

Cassano, who has also 
played for Roma, has 20 in¬ 
ternational caps and had 
looked set to become a first- 
choice player under Italy 
coach Cesare Prandelli. 

Now he believes a settled 
time at Milan will help resur¬ 
rect his international career. 

"I want to thank Sampdo¬ 
ria from the bottom of my 
heart, but there had been a 
problem there. Now I am 
happy, really happy," he said. 

"If I play well, I can return 
to the national side. I have a 
lot of respect for Prandelli. 
He comforted me during my 
difficult times and now I 
want my place back."

Pats poised in face of Jets trash talk 



FOXBORO, Massachusetts 
(AFP) - The New York Jets’ 
rabble-rousing efforts didn't 
get a rise out of New England 
this week as the two teams 
prepared to face off in the 
second round of the NFL 
playoffs. 

The Jets will be seeking a 
second straight road upset 
after eliminating American 
Football Conference (AFC) 
champions Indianapolis in 
the first round. 

But they'll have a tough 
task to oust the Patriots, who 
enjoyed a first-round bye 
after a dominant end to the 
regular season. 

The clash is one of two be¬ 
tween bitter AFC division ri¬ 
vals this weekend. Pittsburgh 
host AFC North foes Balti¬ 
more on Saturday. 

In National Football Con¬ 
ference (NFC) contests, At¬ 
lanta host Green Bay and 
Chicago host surprising Seat¬ 
tle. 

While the Jets downed 
New England in the second 
week of the season, the Patri¬ 
ots thumped New York 45-3 
in Foxboro in December. 

Jets coach Rex Ryan said 
he'd make his players watch 
film from that defeat "every 
day" this week to remind 
them of the task they face. 

Since falling at Cleveland 
on November 7, the Patriots 
have won eight straight 
games by an average of more 
than three touchdowns. 

The key has been the stel¬ 
lar play of superstar quarter¬ 
back Tom Brady, who 
finished the regular season 
with 36 touchdown passes 
and four interceptions — the 
last coming against Balti¬ 
more in the sixth week. 

Since then, Brady has 
thrown an NFL-record 335 
consecutive passes with no 
interceptions. 

Jets defender Antonio 
Cromartie made it clear, how¬ 


ever, that New York won't be 
affording Brady too much re¬ 
spect. 

Cromartie remained un- 
apologetic after blasting 
Brady as arrogant in a much- 
publicized verbal attack this 
week. 

"Why should I regret it? 
That's how I feel," he said. 

Brady shrugged off the 
row with the same calm he 
shows in directing scoring 
drives. 

"I've been called worse," 
he said. "I'm sure there's a 
long list of people who feel 
that way." 

The Ravens-Steelers ri¬ 
valry has long been defined 
by defense and Pittsburgh de¬ 
fender Chris Hoke predicted 
Saturday's game would be no 
exception. 

"The team that wins this 
game is going to be the most 
violent team, the team that is 


most physical," Hoke told the 
team's official website. "It's 
the team that goes out there to 
push the other team around." 

But it's Pittsburgh quarter¬ 
back Ben Roethlisberger who 
has swung the momentum the 
Steelers' way in recent times, 
guiding Pittsburgh to victory 
in their last six meetings with 
the Ravens. 

Both teams finished the 
regular season 12-4. They 
split their two meetings - 
each team winning one game 
by the margin of one field 
goal on the other's home 
field. 

Baltimore's victory came 
in week four, when Roethlis¬ 
berger was still suspended for 
conduct issues. 

Roethlisberger has won 
six straight against the 
Ravens, but admits it's al¬ 
ways a tough contest. 

"As a competitor, you love 


it. But heck no, I hate playing 
the Ravens because they're so 
good," Roethlisberger said. 
"On defense, every single 
person and every scheme, 
everything they do, it chal¬ 
lenges you." 


Seattle, who squeaked into 
the postseason with the worst 
regular-season record of any 
playoff team in league his¬ 
tory, made the most of their 
chance with an upset of 
Super Bowl champions New 
Orleans in the first round. 

They'll be hoping for an¬ 
other upset against Chicago, 
a team the Seahawks beat in 
the regular season. 

Green Bay's clash at At¬ 
lanta on Saturday showcases 
two young quarterbacks on 
the rise — the Packers' Aaron 
Rodgers and Atlanta's Matt 
Ryan. 

Third-year quarterback 
Ryan led the Falcons into 
their first home playoff game 
in six years, and will be seek¬ 
ing a first playoff victory. 

In his first playoff game, 
two seasons ago, Atlanta fell 
at Arizona in the first round, 
but Ryan thinks things will be 
different at the Georgia 
Dome. 

"I think the dome has been 
a tough place for teams to 
come in and play this year," 
Ryan said. "The atmosphere 
has been electric. I think 
specifically for us offen¬ 
sively, it's a benefit to be at 
home."
